Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant is requested to provide evidence (lab test, data) to prove 
that the combination teachings of the prior art references (Wijaranakula and Graef) do not provide an unexpected result 
as claimed, less than 30 LLS defects with a size of more than 0.085 urn can be detected. Prior art references would be 
overcomed if applicant provide convincing evidence showing an unexpected result in the claimed structure. The 
thickness of the epitaxial layer of less than 1um is also taught in the prior art reference and it is obvious to optimize the 
thickness of the epitaxial layer to be less than 1 urn. Claim 1 was discussed to change the limitation from "comprising" 
into "consisting of" to exclude the silicon implantation in the primary prior art reference. Also, the recitation of an 
epitaxial layer has a surface on which fewer than 30 LLS defects can be detected is discussed, it is not quite clear 
where the surface is located, whether it is the top surface or the bottom surface of the epitaxial layer? Applicant is 
requested to file RCE for the examiner to reopen the prosecution and consider the amendment or affidavit 
subsequently submitted..
